For the Year ended 30th September, 1962 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS : 

Gentlemen: 

Our celebration this year of the Golden Anniversary of the Stampede 
attracted world-wide attention and resulted in what was, in many ways, the 
most successful Exhibition and Stampede in our history. 

Our official audited attendance of 585,667 compared with 514,857 in 
1961 and the all-time record of 591,715 established in 1959. New daily 
attendance records were set on Thursday and Saturday and on the latter 
day an all-time single day record was set when a total of 124,463 people 
passed through the turnstiles. 

Official opening ceremonies were conducted on the evening of July 9th 
by the Commanding Officer of Western Command, Major General J. M. 
Rockingham, C.B., C.D.E., D.S.O., E.D. The Parade Grand Marshall was 
Commissioner C. W. Harvison of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
the trophies were presented on Saturday evening by His Worship Mayor 
Harry Hays. 

It was the decision of your Board that no effort should be spared in 
the organization and promotion of the Stampede’s Golden Jubilee. Much of 
the success we enjoyed must be attributed to this decision and the results 
would seem to justify the extra expenditures and risks which were incurred 
in building the 1962 Exhibition and Stampede. Special features included 
the following: 

11. The visit of almost seventy Mexican performers, arranged by Her 
Excellency Senora de Lopez Mateos as Mexico’s salute to our Golden Anni¬ 
versary. Cost of the entire trip, other than expenses while in Calgary, was 
borne by the Mexican Government. Her Excellency, the Senora, accompanied 
by her daughter, was in attendance throughout the week as was the Mexican 
Ambassador to Canada, Senor Rafael de la Colina. The performers included 
some of Mexico’s finest singers and dancers and a group of the famous 
lady charros, with musical accompaniment supplied by the Mariachis. 

2. The Roy Rogers Show, which played to near capacity in the 
Stampede Corral for ten performances. 

3. The extremely popular musical ride of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police was presented in front of the grandstand each afternoon. 

4. The Pot O’Gold draw for a $50,000 gold bar which probably brought 
us as much free publicity as anything we have ever done, and which proved 
to be an outstanding financial success. 

5. The “March of Time” Parade in front of the Grandstand Thursday 
evening. This pageant of the Old West, with emphasis on the development

of the Stampede since its beginning in 1912, was extremely well received and 
helped materially to build up our attendance that day. 

6. A building was provided on the grounds at which all persons who 
attended the 1912 Stampede were invited to register. 

7. Special recognition was paid to Exhibitors whose firms had con¬ 
ducted business in Calgary for fifty years or more. 

The Stampede Parade, led by the company’s own “Fiftieth Anniversary 
Float”, and including a fine Mexican section in addition to all of the other 
features which have made it famous, was acclaimed as one of the best 
parades of recent years. 

The down town street attractions again provided gala entertainment 
for the crowds which thronged the streets each morning, Tuesday through 
Friday. 

Stampede entries totalled almost 650, a new record. For the first 
time, finals were held in all five major rodeo events on the last day, adding 
materially to the Saturday afternoon grandstand attendance. Also for the 
first time, complete film patrol coverage was provided for all of the chuck 
wagon races, the films being used to settle contestants’ protests. 

Pari mutuel play, during 37 days of thoroughbred racing, reached a new 
high, breaking the record established in 36 days of racing in I960. The 
Stampede Futurity Luncheon on September 1st, with Jim Coleman as guest 
speaker, attracted 300 people. The Stampede Futurity Stakes, western 
Canada’s greatest two-year-old race, drew fourteen starters and had to be 
split into two sections. The Calgary Trotting and Pacing Association, oper¬ 
ating on a rental basis, conducted a 14-day Harness Meet on our track. 

The platform show was produced by Music Corporation of America 
and was supplemented by a fine group of Mexican dancers and entertainers. 
The fireworks displays were provided by the T. W. Hand Fireworks Com¬ 
pany. 

Royal American Shows provided a colorful and powerful midway, high¬ 
lighted by the spectacular double “Space Wheel”. Gross returns established 
a new Calgary record. 

The free attractions in front of the Stampede Corral again drew excel¬ 
lent crowds. The program alternated concert and marching bands with 
variety entertainment and, on occasion, top flight entertainment provided 
by our Mexican guests. 

To off-set problems caused by our overcrowded stabling and show-ring 
facilities a split live stock show was adopted in 1962. Breeds which were 
shown during the early part of the week departed in mid-week to be re¬ 
placed by those showing on Thursday, Friday and Saturday. The experi¬ 
ment met with mixed response and alternate suggestions are now under 
consideration. The live stock exhibition in 1962 was featured by the Na¬ 
tional Jubilee Aberdeen-Angus Show. 

The Big Four Building, kept cool during the Stampede by the use of the 
ice plant, drew better crowds than ever before. The calibre of commercial 
and non-commercial exhibits in this building continues to improve. We 
feel that in our outdoor exhibits and concessions there is still room for 
further improvement, although the standard of the food concessions is far 
higher than a few years ago and our fast garbage removal system has 
helped greatly to keep the grounds neat and clean. Decorations, fountains, 
and underground utility lines have also done much to improve the appear¬ 
ance of the grounds. 
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The famous Yogi Bear and Huckleberry Hound were brought in speci¬ 
fically for presentation at the Friday Morning Children’s Show, marking 
the first time that an outstanding attraction of this nature has been engaged 
solely for the free children’s program. More than 30,000 boys and girls 
were in attendance despite heavy rain which commenced early in the 
morning and did not let up until near the end of the program. 

The crowd at the popular Saturday Morning Round-Up again showed 
an increase. 

As part of the Golden Jubilee Celebration, additional Indian tribes 
which participated in the 1912 show were invited to the Stampede this year. 
The invitation was accepted by the Peigan tribe, who provided a welcome 
addition to the usual fine displays of the Sarcee, Stony and Blackfoot tribes. 
Invitational Indian Dance competitions were held on the stage in front of 
the Stampede Corral four times during the week and proved to be a very 
popular innovation. 

Once again our Farm Youth program included the Farm Youth Camp, 
the 4-H Calf and Lamb Show and Sale, the thematic display competition 
at the Exhibition and the finals of the Southern Alberta 4-H Public Speak¬ 
ing Competition. Plans are being made to hold the Calf and Lamb Show 
and Sale on the week prior to the Stampede in 1963. 

Attendance on the grounds during the year did not quite reach the 
record set last year, due mainly to a decrease at the Stampede Corral, and 
the demolition of the arena rink. Last year the huge crowds drawn by 
the Canadian Curling Championships helped to build up the Corral attend¬ 
ance.

The Spring Horse Sale again drew an extremely large entry and at¬ 
tendance at our Horse Show in May was the best that it has been in several 
years. Other activities in which we participated or for which we provided 
facilities included the live stock shows and sales of the Alberta Cattle, Sheep 
and Swine Breeders’ Associations, the horse shows of the Alberta Light 
Horse Association and The Arabian Horse Show Association, the Seed Fair 
and Agricultural Short Course, The Poultry Show, and the Horticultural 
Show. 

The Stampede Corral enjoyed another good year, considering the com¬ 
petition for the entertainment dollar which now exists in this city. Crowds 
for professional hockey were somewhat lower although the Stampeders 
finished second in the eastern division of the Western Hockey League, and 
eliminated Seattle from the play-offs before bowing to the Edmonton Flyers.

The 48 sheets of curling ice in the Big Four Building operated steadily 
at almost full capacity, with the result that approximately one-quarter of a 
million people curled in the building during the last season. 

Major capital projects during the year included construction of a new 
race barn and the purchase of property between the Elbow River and the 
C.N.R. tracks, east of Second Street east. A foot bridge was installed across 
the river to join this newly acquired parking area to the grounds. This 
area will help to some extent to alleviate the serious parking prob¬ 
lem we encounter each year during the Stampede although further steps 
will still have to be taken to improve the handling of crowds and traffic 
in the vicinity of the grounds. 

Demolition of the arena rink in the fall of 1961 had already commenced 
when the building caught fire and burnt to the ground. 

During the past year Dr. L. G. Alexander joined our organization as 
official physician and we now believe that the first-aid and medical services 
provided year round on the grounds cannot be surpassed by any Exhibition 
on the North American Continent. 

It would obviously be impossible to acknowledge all of those persons 
and groups whose efforts have been responsible for our success. However, 
special acknowledgement must be made of the outstanding co-operation re¬ 
ceived from the representatives of Press, Radio and Television. We must 
also acknowledge the support received from the Mayor, the Aldermen and 
City Department heads, the officials of the Canadian and Provincial govern¬ 
ments, from our own directors, associate directors, committee chairmen 
and committee members, the donors of trophies and prizes, the members 
of the Southern Alberta Pioneers’ and Old Timers’ Association, the Red 
Cross and St. John Ambulance Association and our exhibitors, contestants 
and judges. May we also express our thanks to all of the staff who by 
their untiring efforts have contributed greatly to the success of our oper¬ 
ation. 

Just prior to the last Annual Meeting we were saddened by the passing 
of George Church, a valued director and hard working committee member. 
We must also record with regret the passing of three other shareholders, 
Norman K. Luxton, W. D. MacDonald and Fred Stapells. Our sincere sym¬ 
pathy is extended to their families.

FINANCE CHAIRMAN'S REPORT 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS:— 

Gentlemen: 

The Balance Sheet and Statement of Revenue and Expenditure appear¬ 
ing elsewhere in this Report disclose the state of the company's affairs and 
of its operations for the last fiscal year. 

Marking as it did the 50th Anniversary of the Stampede, it was the 
biggest year in the history of the organization. 

The revenue figures shown in the Statement of Revenue and Expendi¬ 
tures are net after deducting the expenditures charged to each of these 
operations but before general expenses were charged. 

A comparison of the 1961 and 1962 operations shows improvements 
which in some instances need analysis. Racing shows an improvement over 
last year of $22,000. If, however, it is charged, as some other activities are 
charged, with the costs of the facilities that are provided for racing, it would 
show a net loss. We have spent in the last five years more than a quarter 
of a million dollars on barns alone and we have a large investment in facili¬ 
ties that serve racing only. Nothing is charged against racing for this 
investment, nor is any depreciation deducted before the so-called earnings 
are shown. On the other hand, the Big Four Building is charged with inter¬ 
est on our bank debt before earnings are shown. Hockey operations are 
charged with rental for the Corral. The figures shown must be recognized, 
therefore, as only for comparative purposes to indicate progress from year to 
year and not as indicative of net profit in any one operation standing by 
itself. 

Improvements to plant and buildings out of revenue amounted to 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars. Current liabilities were reduced out of 
earnings by almost $320,000 and long-term debt by $110,000, bringing 
our total debt to just under a million dollars of which $640,000 is payable on 
a long-term basis at $110,000 a year.
